—and Swift was Swift, A mere joker’s 
jokes go for litte. One wishes to cons:- 
der the best of these things as an amuse- 
ment for one’s self, end as having been an 
excruon of the undcuding powers only ot 
their creator. Now Mr. Irving being, 
which he certainly ts, aware of these great 
and signal deficiencies, is surely acting in 
a foolish fashion, when he publishes 
such books as TheTlales of a Traveller. 
If he wishes to make for himself a 
realiy enduring reputation, he must sar- 
pass considersbly his previous vorks—l 
mean he must produce «orks of more 
uniform and entire merit than any of them, 
for he never can do any thing better than 
some fragments he has done already. He 
must, for this purpose, take time, for it is 
obvious that le is by no means a rapid col- 
lector of material, whatever the facility of 
his penmanship smay be. Farther, he 
must at once cut all idéws of writing about 
European matters.
